The arrival of Delaney into 
their penalty area for dead ball 
situations, seemed to cause 
havoc on every occasion.- Some- 
how ’keeper Laurie Cole and his 
defence managed to scramble 


the ball away. 


After Cole had blocked a 
Pritchard shot at point blank 
range in the 19th minute, Wy- 
combe went ahead.
